Bourbon County Crop Conditions 

In every section of the county rain 
is badly needed and vegetation of all 
kinds is suffering. Corn- showed no 
signs of weakening until Friday, when 
the blades began to curl and droop. 
The early corn is now in the tassel and 
rain must come soon for the making 
of the ears of corn. Late planted corn 
is very backward and 13 in need of 
both rain and proper cultivation. 

Threshing is practically over and the 
yield of wheat has been no better than 
the ten y°ar average. The crop is be- 
ing produced annually at a loss and 
farmers would do well to cut it out 
altogether and grow rye and barley. 

The hay crop is the poorest ever 
produced in the county, being but 
little short cf a comultte failure. 
Oats fared likewise and the farmers 
will have but a small amount of 
roughage for wintvr. 

Already a number of Bourbon far- 
mers have purchased silos which they 
will shortly erect and nil with corn for 
winter islage. it is believed that 
within a few years every progresisve 
farmer in the county will have one or 
more silos and that they will be pre- 
pared to meet, in both summer and 
winter, with a large quantity of silage 
the conditions that come as a result of 
protracted droughts or the rigors of an 
extremely cold winter. 

The tobacco crop is variable in con- 
dition, seme fields showing extra 
rgowtn, while others are bad and in- 
different. 

Grass and stcck water in many 
places are getting scarce and the sea- 
son cf 1911 so far lias -been one of 
great uncertainty and in many in- 
stances of great loss to the farmer, as 
evidenced by the practical failure of 
the oats, meadows and pQtato crcps 
and the consequent shortage in graz- 
ing, forcing early sales of live stock. 



Doleful Report for Kentucky 
Weed. 

A dispatch from Washington says: 
"A doleful report of this year's tobac- 
co crop was made today by the Depart- 
ment of Agriculture. The report 
shows 893,200 acres of planted tobacco 
in the United States this year, *hich 
is only 72.4 per cent, of the 1910 acre- 
age. The condition of the tcbacco 
crop on July I is estimated at 72.(5 as 
against 85.3 on July 1, 1910, and a 
ten-year average of 86. 

"Probably the mcst interesting part 
of the report is the prediction that the 
yield per acre, basvjd on present con- 
ditions, will ba 698.1 pounds as against 
797.8 in 1910, and an average of 826 
pounds lor the peried from 1908 to 
1910 These figures are lor the coun- 
try at large. 

"The Kentucky coin crop, on the 
other hand, is given a great send-off 
by tiie report. It is given as 90 per 
cent. on July 1 us compaired with 
88.85 on July 1 1910, and a ten-year 
average nf 88. Kentucky wheat is 
rated at 88 a againsat 88 cn July 1, 
1910 and a ten-year average of 81."

The exact amount of the shortage of 
Edward Myall, late assistant cashier 
of the Citizens' Bank of Paris, who 
committed suicide when it was inevi- 
table his peculations must become 
public by expert accountant John I. 
Fisher, who was assisted in the exami- 
nation by expert accountant W. F. 
Hurt, of Lfxington and the figures 
total $57,038.91. 

The examination also reveals how 
Myall succeeded in getting awav with 
such a la r ge amount and wrecking the 
institution. 

According to the examiners Myall 
secured the money by drawing "fake" 
rhecks, making changes on an inter- 
, mediate book, but never posting on 
; the ledger, and the result was, all 
Chicago, depositors' accounts were correct, ex- 



cept where there happened to be a 
clerical eiror. 

The books were only examined back 
to 1897, and all the time he was taking 
money by the "fake" check route. 
He never took it in large amounts, out 
seldom missed a day. During the 
month of January last there were 25 
banking days, and on 24 of them he 
took money. From the 24th of Feb- 
ruaiy. 1908, to the tine of his suicide 
he took $29,000, or more than $9,000 a 
year. 

The deposits when the Citizens' 
Bank assigned to the Bourbon amount- 
ed to $155,000. Of this amount 
$150,000 has been paid by the deposi- 
tors, and the others have been notified 
that they can get their money at any 
time that they apply. This settle- 
ment of the bank's affairs was cer- 
tainly done in record breaking time by 
Mr. Fisher and President Buckner 
Woodford.
